Paintings  with  our  auction  labels  on  the  back,  frequently 
turn  up  at  estate  and  auction  sales  throughput  the  United 
States  and  are  purchased  in  the  thousands  of  dollars.  It 
is  our  belief  that  our  auctions  are  your  best  source  of 
fine  art  at  prices  far  lower  than  their  real  potential 
value. 

The  entire  collection  will  be  exhibited  for  approximately 
two  weeks  prior  to  the  opening  auction.  Silent  bids  may 
be  deposited  in  the  locked  box  near  the  Gallery  door  If 
you  will  not  be  able  to  attend  the  particular  auction  date. 
Silent  bids  for  any  particular  Friday  will  be  accepted  until 
5t00  pm  that  day. 

Bids  for  paintings  Coil,  watercolor,  pastel)  open  at  $100 
and  graphics  and  photography  open  at  $50.  Bids  advance 
by  a  minimum  of  $10;  after  a  bid  of  $200  they  will  advance 
by  a  minimum  of  $20  per  bid. 

On  the  evening  of  each  auction,  prospective  bidders  must 
obtain  a  numbered  bidding  card  at  the  registration  table 
in  the  Gallery.  Works  purchased  are  paid  for  at  the  same 
table  a.nd  must  be  picked  up  at  the  lounge  door  (across  from 
the  coat  room)  by  the  end  of  the  evening.
